In the Office Action, the Examiner restricted pending claims 1-16 
to one of the following allegedly distinct inventions under 35 
U.S.C. §121 as follows: 
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1. Claims 1-5, drawn to a modified adenovirus that expresses 

only orf 6 of E4 and has modified gene expression from 
ElA, and/or ElB, and/or other early gene products; 

II- Claim 6, drawn to a method of inhibiting repair of breaks 

in double stranded DNA; 

III. Claim 7, drawn to a method of preventing cancer; 

IV. Claim 8, drawn to a method of treating cancer; 

V. Claim 9, drawn to a method of preventing 
concatamerization of a linear wild-type adenoviral DNA; 

VI. Claim 10, drawn to a method of inhibiting V(J)D 
recombination; 

VII. Claim 11, drawn to a method of preventing cell apoptosis 
induced by viral DNA replication; and 

VIII. Claims 12-16, drawn to a method of increasing the 
efficiency of chemotherapeutic or radiation treatment of 
cancer .
